A pernicious habit that is indulged itn 
most families is that of eating between 
meals, and it is a habit that is so easily 
acquired that, once formed, it is diffi- 
cult to break. If a tad has for his 
breakfast, at 7.90 or 8 o'clock, fruit of 
some kind, a cereal with milk or cream, 
an egg, Or several slices of bacon, or a 
bit of fish, with milk or cocoa, he needs 
nothing more until the luncheon hour at 
half past 12 or 1 o’clock. At this time 
his food must be g00a and wholesome. 
And right here is where many mothers 
err with regard to the boys who take a 
luncheon to school with them. This js 
frequently something that “tastes good"’ 
or that “will do,” rather than that 
which will nourish and strengthen. In 
many cases the “snack” carried in box 
or paper is the same thing day after 
day. The mother should tax her in- 
genuity to provide a different luncheon 
for each day of the week. This is not 
as hard as it soinds to her whose one 
idea of his repast is several thick meat 
sandwiches. Let her cut the bread thin 
and vary the filling by putting In on one 
day minced hard-boiled eggs; on an- 
other, grated American cheese: on a 
third, sardines, drained from their oll 
and flaked. On: the fourth day thin 
strips of crisp broiled bacon may be 
laid between slices of brown bread on 
which have been spread baked and 
mashed .peans. On the fifth morning 
the mother may spread the bread with 
cream cheese and lay on this a leaf of 
lettuce dipped in French dressing. With 
the sandwiches put each day a rosy 
apple or a ripe but firm banana, or 
some figs or dates. If your child is so 
fortunate as to attend a school where 
milk, cocoa and soup are provided at 
noon—as is the case in most of the 
schools in our large cities—insist that 
& cup of soup or a glags of milk shall 
be taken with the sandwiches. Or, if 
the child likes it, let his beverage at 
noon be hot cocoa. A warm drink is 
grateful in cold weather and assists di- 
@&estion, 

We parents should strive to cumaiter 
this matter of eating from the child’s 
point of view. Let us look back to our

BIG INCREASE IN 
MINERAL PRODUCTS 


According to a report just is- 
sued by the mines branch at 
Ottawa, the total mineral pro- 
duction of the Dominion for the 
calendar. year 1910 was $105,- 
040,958, which was an increase 
of $13,200,517, or upwards of 14 
per cent. over 1909. 

The production of gold was 
$10,224,910; copper, $7,209,517; 
pig iron, $11,181,310; silver, $17,- 
106,604; nickel, $11,181,310; as- 
bestos, $2,476,558; coal, $29,811,- 
750; natural gas, $1,312,614; cem- 
ent, $6,414,315; clay products, 
lime, $1,131,407, and stone, $3,- 
419,772. 

During the year there was an 
increased production in all pro- 
vinces except New Brunswick, 
which showed a falling off of 
less than $100,000. Nova Seotia 
increased from $12,504,810 to 
$14,054,534; Quebec from $7,086,- 
265 to 8,193,275; Ontario from 
$37,374,574 to 43,017,062; Mani- 
5 toba from $1,193,377 to 1,370,776; 
“Saskatchewan from $456,264 to 
557,806; Alberta from %6,047,447 
to 7,876,457; British Columbia 
from $22,479,006 to 24,547,617, 
and the Yukon from $4,932,678 
to 4,937,375.
